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Group  Discusses  Drug 
Abuse  by  Asian  Youths 


Youth  Gangs  Rooted 
In  Chinatown’s  Past 


Members  of  the  Chinatown  community 
met  with  Sen.  John  Kerry  (D-Mass.)  at 
Boston  Chinese  Youth  Essential  Services 
(YES)  last  week  to  discuss  drug  use 
among  Asian  youths. 

In  a  closed  door  meeting  Wednesday, 
Kerry  met  with  Jane  Leung,  executive 
director  of  YES,  Richard  Chin,  executive 
director  of  the  South  Cove  YMCA,  as 
well  as  Chinatown  community  leaders 
and  representatives  from  the  police 
department  and  the  courts. 

“There’s  definitely  a  drug  problem  in 
the  Asian  community  that  cannot  be  ig¬ 
nored,”  said  Kerry  in  a  short  press  con¬ 
ference  following  the  meeting.  “I  came 
here  because  I  don’t  think  enough  atten¬ 
tion  has  been  paid  here.” 

While  Kerry  mainly  came  to 
Chinatown  to  discuss  drug  abuse  within 
the  community,  the  discussions  also  ap¬ 
parently  touched  on  gang  activity  and  the 
recent  slaying  of  reputed  Ping  On  gang 
leader  Michael  Kwong.  Ping  On  gang 
members  are  alleged  by  the  police  to  be 
involved  in  drug  use  and  drug  dealing. 

“I  think  it’s  very  important  to  keep  the 
violence  in  the  proper  context,”  Kerry 
said.  “I  don’t  think  it  should  be  blown 
out  of  proportion.” 

Kerry  said  “there  isn’t  one  ethnic 
group  that  doesn’t  have  representatives  in 
drug  trafficking”  and  noted  that  the 
Asian  community  is  no  different.  “This 


community  has  drug  traffickers,”  he 
said.  “This  community  has  a  serious  pro¬ 
blem.” 

In  an  interview  after  the  press  con¬ 
ference,  Kerry  said  that  the  drug  problem 
in  the  Asian  community  was  “not  ex¬ 
clusively  a  gang  problem.”  “Certainly 
here,”  he  said,  “it’s  not  anything  near 
the  scale  of  other  communities,”  but  “it 
is  more  than  they  want  to  tolerate.” 

Kerry  said  that  there  are  “various 
organized  drug  groups”  in  the  state  and 
suggested  that  some  of  the  heroin  traffik- 
ing  may  be  passing  through  the  Asian 
community,  though  he  wasn’t  specific  on 
how  that  may  be  occurring. 

Leung,  meanwhile,  said  that  a  multi¬ 
faceted  approach  to  the  drug  problem 
within  the  Asian  community  should  be 
undertaken  and  that  it  should  include 
education  and  treatment  in  programs  ac¬ 
cessible  to  people  who  speak  Asian 
languages.  “There  may  be  resources  out 
there  but  they  may  not  always  be  accessi¬ 
ble  to  our  community,”  she  said. 

“We’ve  sent  them  (Asians  needing 
drug  treatment),  but  they  get  sent  right 
back  to  us”  because  of  language  dif¬ 
ficulties,  she  said. 

Leung  emphasized  that  the  recent 
media  attention  that  occurred  as  a  result 
of  the  killing  of  Kwong  or  the  visit  by 
Sen.  Kerry  should  not  lead  people  to 
believe  “that  all  of  a  sudden  this  is  hap-

When  reputed  Ping  On  gang  leader 
Michael  Kwong  was  gunned  down  in  an 
Arlington  restaurant  last  month,  it  once 
again  brought  to  the  public’s  attention  the 
issue  of  youth  gangs  in  the  Chinese  com¬ 
munity. 

While  the  majority  of  people  -  and 
newspapers  -  in  the  Chinese  community 
are  reluctant  to  speak  openly  about  gangs 
out  of  fear  of  reprisals,  others  suggest 
that  mainstream  media  blow  the  issue  out 
of  proportion  or  reinforce  stereotypes 
about  Chinese  youths  as  being  either 
A-students  or  gang  members. 

Nevertheless,  some  members  of  the 
Asian  community  sat  down  last  week  to 
discuss  the  issue  at  a  meeting  with  Sen. 
John  Kerry  (D-Mass)  at  Boston  Chinese 
Youth  Essential  Services  (YES)  last 
week.  Although  the  meeting  focused  for 
the  most  part  on  drug  use  by  Asian 
youths,  the  issue  of  gangs  is  closely 
related  to  it  since  gang  members  have 
been  arrested  in  Chinatown  for  the  use 
and  sale  of  drugs  such  as  cocaine. 

Jane  Leung,  executive  director  of  YES, 


When  the  Chinese  Government 
mounted  its  brutal  crackdown  on  the 
democracy  movement  last  spring,  the 
Republic  of  China  on  Taiwan  condemned 
the  violence,  though  not  with  the 
forcefulness  it  has  sometimes  exerted  in 
its  past  criticisms  of  the  mainland  govern¬ 
ment. 

In  an  interview  last  week  at  the  Boston 
office  of  the  Taiwan  Government’s  Coor¬ 
dination  Council  for  North  American  Af¬ 
fairs,  Paul  Koh,  the  office’s  press 
secretary,  discussed  the  China  events  and 
the  Taiwan  Government’s  handling  of  the 
incident. 

“They  always  do  it  whenever  they 
have  suppression,”  said  Koh,  of  the 
Chinese  Government’s  accusations  that 
Taiwan  instigated  the  demonstrations. 
Charging  that  the  American  press  did  not 
report  the  Taiwan  position  thoroughly 
enough,  Koh  pointed  out  that  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  Taiwan  did  publicly  condemn  the 


the  organization  that  for  years  has  been 
working  closely  with  the  Asian  communi¬ 
ty’s  youths,  often  focuses  on  the  behavior 
of  adults  when  discussing  the  behavior  of 
youths.  In  an  interview  following  the 
closed-door  meeting  with  Sen.  Kerry, 
Leung  suggested  that  there  were  a 
number  of  factors  that  lead  youths  to  join 
gangs,  including  peer  pressure,  television 
and  movies.  “They’re  influenced  by  our 
society,  by  our  adults,”  she  said. 

“Gangs  are  not  bom  overnight,”  she 
said.  “These  are  kids  who  have  not  been 
part  of  the  mainstream  for  a  long  time.” 

“I  would  say  it’s  a  societal  problem,” 
she  continued.  “We’re  all  not  doing 
enough.”  Leung  suggested  that  youth 
problems  often  have  their  roots  in  the 
shortcomings  of  adults  and  the  failure  of 
schools  to  reach  young  people  most  at 
risk  of  joining  gangs.  “It’s  how  they  got 
there”  that  needs  to  be  considered,  she 
said.  “When  they  were  in  school  people 
didn’t  react  to  them.” 

“We  see  them  as  gangs,”  she  said  . 
“They  see  each  other  as  friends.  The  kids 
Continued  on  Page  2 


mainland  government’s  use  of  force  in 
silencing  the  movement.  He  further 
pointed  out  that  Taiwan  students 
demonstrated  against  the  crackdown  and 
people  donated  money  to  support  the  stu¬ 
dent  cause. 

“They  didn’t  report  at  all  the  Taiwan 
response,”  said  Koh,  of  the  American 
press.  “Maybe  they  criticized  the  Taiwan 
Government  for  being  so  quiet,  so 
timid.” 

Koh  said  that  the  Government  of 
Taiwan  took  “cautious  steps”  in  its 
criticism  of  the  mainland  government  in 
part  because  it  did  not  want  to  intimidate 
the  Beijing  Government  “to  further  sup¬ 
press  the  students.”  “But  you  can’t  say  it 
wasn’t  strong  enough,”  he  said. 

Noting  that  the  mainland  government 
ignored  the  criticism  of  many  Western 
governments  after  the  crackdown,  Koh 
said  it  was  unlikely  it  would  have  heeded

Taiwan  Official  Sheds 
Light  on  China  Issue 


Brockton  Lawyer  Nominated 
As  First  Asian- American  Judge

“When  I  was  young,  I  saw  in¬ 
justice  on  a  very  small  scale,” 
says  Richard  Chin,  a  Brockton 
lawyer  who  was  nominated  by 
Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  last 
month  to  become  the  state’s  first 
Asian  judge.  “I  think  I  learned 
that  the  only  way  to  deal  with  it 
in  our  society  is  through  the 
legal  system.” 

And  while  Chin  emphasizes 
that  he  has  mostly  fond 


memories  of  his  years  growing 
up  in  Brockton,  he  suggests  that 
there  were  several  incidents  in 
his  youth  that  perhaps  con¬ 
tributed  to  his  interest  in  the  law 
and  his  later  work  in  legal  ser¬ 
vices. 

“I  think  it’s  the  way  I  saw  my 
father  treated,”  says  Chin,  who 
recalls  what  his  parents 
-originally  from  Toison,  China 
-heard  when  they  were  in¬ 
terested  in  purchasing  a  house 


near  their  Brockton  laundry. 
“They  had  heard  the  people 
didn’t  want  to  sell  to  them,”  he 
says.  “It  wasn’t  that  many  years 
ago.”  Nevertheless,  he  adds, 
“I’m  not  saying  we  lived  a  life 
where  we  were  always  picked 
on... We  were  treated  well  in 
Brockton.” 

If  confirmed  by  the 
governor’s  executive  council  as 
a  Boston  Municipal  Court  judge

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do  not  view  them  as  gangs.  I’m  not  say¬ 
ing  the  kids  are  angels,”  she  added,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  “It’s  how  they  got  there” 
that  needs  to  be  considered. 

“When  they  were  in  school  people 
didn’t  react  to  them,”  she  said.  “We 
treat  them  as  human  beings.”  Leung  said 
that  if  youths  are  in  an  environment 
where  adults  believe  they  are  capable  of 
being  responsible,  they  often  fulfill  those 
higher  expectations. 

And  while  some  in  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  may  differ  with  Leung,  discus¬ 
sions  with  police  and  members  of  the 
community  suggest,  in  fact,  that  youths 
are  in  large  part  drawn  into  gangs  by 
adults,  who  are  in  a  way  carrying  on  a 
tradition  that  has  its  roots  in  Chinese 
villages  where  men  formed  societies  to 
protect  the  community  or  their  own  in¬ 
terests. 

In  an  interview  last  week,  Sgt. 
Kathleen  Johnston,  of  the  Boston  Police 
Department’s  Intelligence  Unit,  said  that 
Chinatown’s  Ping  On  gang  emerged  as  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with  about  a  dozen 
years  ago.  Before  its  appearance,  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Association,  controll¬ 
ed  by  the  On  Leung  tong,  was  the 
established  power  in  Chinatown.  The 
Merchants  Association,  Johnston  said, 
helped  immigrant  merchants  get 
established  and  in  return  required  them  to 
pay  dues  to  the  Association. 

“It’s  not  really  an  extortion,”  she  said, 
explaining  that  the  money  was  owed  as 
part  of  a  widely-accepted  arrangement  in 
which  both  parties  stood  to  benefit.  They 
also  ran  the  gambling  parlors,  she  said, 
and  sometimes  recruited  “street  kids”  to 
“make  sure  no  problems”  developed. 

According  to  Johnston,  the  Ping  On 
gang  emerged  when  the  On  Leung  tong 
was  in  the  process  of  fading  into  the 
background.  One  Chinatown  source  said 
that  On  Leung  was  on  the  wane  in  the  late 
1960’s.  Its  members  had  either  died  or 
had  grown  older  and  no  longer  had  the 
energy  or  desire  to  oversee  Chinatown  as 
they  had  in  the  past.  Johnston  alleged  that 
Stephen  Tse,  who  came  to  the  US  from 
Hong  Kong  and  who  the  government 
alleges  is  the  leader  of  the  Ping  On  gang, 
filled  the  vacuum  when  he  arrived  in 
Boston  from  New  York  City. 

In  its  earliest  days,  she  alleged,  the 
gang  -  for  a  payment  -  protected  pro¬ 
stitutes  and  pimps  working  on  street  cor¬ 
ners  in  Chinatown  .  Eventually,  she  said, 
they  opened  their  own  gambling  parlor 
and  recruited  youths  to  protect  it.  ‘  ‘They 
pay  well,”  she  said.  “The  kids  got  a 
good  amount  for  doing  the  protection. 
And  that  drew  the  kids  right  away.” 
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Johnston  contends  that  the  gang  is  now 
involved  in  extortion  and  said  that 
members  are  also  involved  in  the  sale  of 
drugs.  “I  know  [the  gang]  extorts  from  a 
lot  of  them  (merchants),”  she  said,  “but 
most  of  them  don’t  talk  about  it.”  For  the 
older  merchants,  it’s  “just  part  of  life,” 
she  explained,  but  for  the  younger  ones, 
paying  the  Ping  On  is  becoming  increas¬ 
ingly  unacceptable,  though  they  are  still 
reluctant  to  bring  the  matter  to  court.  “It 
seems  the  younger,  more  educated  people 
in  Chinatown  don’t  want  to  put  up  with 
this  activity,”  she  said. 

While  in  the  late  1970’s  and  early 
1980’s  there  were  moves  by  New  York 
gangs  such  as  Hip  Sing,  Ghost  Shadows 
and  Flying  Dragons  to  make  inroads  in 

Chinatown,  the  Ping  On  always  managed 
to  thwart  their  attempts,  Johnston  said. 

She  said  that  while  there  is  a  Viet¬ 
namese  gang  working  in  the  area,  it’s 
loosely  organized  and  tends  to  prey  on 
Vietnamese  -  rather  then  Chinese 
-businesses  throughout  the  city. 

According  to  Johnston,  the  Boston 
police  believe  that  about  35  youths  make 
up  the  central  core  of  the  Ping  On,  while 
another  50  or  so  “drift  in  and  out.”  Prior 
to  a  raid  last  winter,  the  Ping  On  was  sta¬ 
tioned  at  a  gambling  house  at  32  Oxford 
Street,  but  it  has  since  moved  to  a  site  on 
Beach  Street,  Johnston  said. 

Johnston  suggested  that  gambling  takes 
its  toll  on  the  Chinese  community,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  the  police  sometimes  receive 
calls  from  wives  who  complain  that  their 
husbands  have  lost  much  of  their  pay 
checks  in  gambling.  She  said  that  the 
police  were  also  concerned  about 
violence  following  the  death  of  Kwong, 
pointing  out  that  in  other  US  cities  gang 
warfare  has  lead  to  massacres  in 
Chinatown  restaurants. 

While  she  said  that  the  Arlington  Police 
have  several  suspects  in  the  shooting  of 
Kwong,  she  says  that  not  much  has 
emerged  to  clue  die  police  in  on  who  kill¬ 
ed  him.  “There’s  a  strange  silence  about 
this  murder,”  she  said.  “A  very  strange 
silence.” 

Johnston  said  that  Tse  spends  much  of 
his  time  outside  the  country  now  and 
alleged  that  Kwong  had  been  running  the 
Ping  On  gang  in  Boston  in  his  absence. 
“It  would  be  interesting  to  see  who 
assumes  the  reins  down  there,”  she 
said.  “Essentially  they’ll  be  working  for 
Stephen,  which  is  what  Michael  did,” 
she  said. 

Meanwhile,  for  those  who  have  grown 
up  in  Chinatown  or  have  spent  much  time 
there,  gangs  have  always  existed,  though 
in  the  past  they  have  often  taken  on  more 
innocuous  forms. 

Gangs  exist,  and  they  always  exist,” 
said  Robert  Guen,  a  member  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council  and  a  board  member  of  the  South 
Cove  YMCA.  He  pointed  out  that  such 
organizations  as  the  Gung  Ho  and  the 


Knights  Chinese  Athletic  Club,  in  a 
sense,  are  gangs,  though  without  the 
more  sinister  connotations  of  gangs  such 
as  the  Ping  On. 

Guen  suggests  that  when  he  was  grow¬ 
ing  up  in  Chinatown  in  the  1960’s  and 
70’s  there  always  existed  different 
groups.  There  was  a  “tremendous 
polarization”  in  the  1970’s  between  the 
American-born  Cantonese  Chinese  and 
the  Hong  Kong-born  Chinese,  he  said, 
explaining  that  at  dances  the  American- 
born  would  be  on  one  side  of  the  hall  and 
the  Hong  Kong-born  on  the  other.  “My 
wife  and  I  were  one  of  the  first  couples  to 
bridge  that  gap,”  he  said. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  even  in  the 
1960’s  and  1970’s,  Chinese  youths  often 
remained  outsiders;  he  said  they  tended 
not  to  go  to  nightclubs  and  didn’t  play 
football.  “Chinese  were  not  that  mobile 
so  that’s  why  gangs  were  formed,”  he 
said.  “The  gang  is  always  there  but  it 
takes  different  forms.” 

Another  person  who  spent  some  of  his 
early  years  in  Chinatown  said  that  even 
sections  of  Chinatown  are  more  or  less 
set  aside  for  American-born  Chinese  and 
Hong-Kong  and  China-bom  Chinese.  He 
said  the  American-born  tend  to  hang  out 
near  Tai  Tung  Village  while  the  Hong 
Kong  or  China-bom  tend  to  congregate  in 
the  business  district.  He  said  the  Ping  On 
consists  for  the  most  part  of  Hong  Kong 
bom  Chinese  and  that  the  gang  tends  to 
draw  people  who  don’t  excel  at  school. 

Although  people  say  youths  join  gangs 
for  a  variety  of  reasons,  most  agree  that 
money  and  prestige  -  two  basic  com¬ 
ponents  of  American  and  perhaps 
Chinese  life  -  are  major  factors.  “They 

have  no  sense  of  self-esteem,”  says  one 
person  who  grew  up  in  Chinatown.  “This 
is  a  way  to  be  tough.” 

But  in  most  respects,  Chinese  youths 
are  no  different  from  youths  in  other 
Boston  neighborhoods:  they  like  to  hang 
in  groups  on  the  street  and  there  is  com¬ 
petition  among  the  various  groups.  “You 
go  to  Tai  Tung  Village,”  said  Guen. 
“You  see  them  hanging  around  all  the 
time.” 

“That’s  why  I’ve  been  crying  out  so 
long  to  get  this  community  center,”  he 
added,  referring  to  the  neighborhood’s 
and  the  city’s  plan  to  build  a  Chinatown 
Community  Center  on  Oak  Street.  “I 
cried  so  long  for  recreation  facilities.” 

“The  YMCA  turned  my  life  around,” 
said  Guen,  a  Boston  dentist.  “I  think  one 
tragic  death  is  enough.  But  then  again  I’m 
a  realist,  you  can’t  prevent  every  one.” 

“I  don’t  think  there’s  one  easy  way,” 
said  Richard  Chin,  executive  director  of 
the  South  Cove  YMCA.  “It’s  very  com¬ 
plicated.”  Chin,  however,  suggested  that 
some  youths  resort  to  gang  activity 
because  they  don’t  receive  enough 
guidance  at  home.  “The  fathers  working 
in  restaurants  don’t  have  the  time  to 


spend  offering  the  guidance,  the 
support,”  he  said.  “Most  don’t  have 
father  figures.” 

“The  street  is  a  lure,”  he  continued. 
“You  can’t  just  stay  inside  the  house  all 
day  long.”  Chin  suggested  that  member¬ 
ship  in  a  gang  offers  youths  self-esteem. 
He  said  that  the  gang  may  especially  ap¬ 
peal  to  youths  who  are  borderline 
students  and  who  still  feel  uncomfortable 
in  this  country  because  of  their  language 
ability. 

Also,  he  said,  peer  pressure  and  the 
general  pressures  of  adolescence  can  also 
lead  youths  to  join  gangs .  While  “a  lot  of 
people  grow  out  of  it,”  some,  he  said,  do 
not. 

“There’s  nothing  that  god-fearing  peo¬ 
ple  have  to  offer  that  compares  to 
somebody  deciding  that  they  want  to  be  in 
a  gang,”  said  Chin,  who  added  that  there 
are  also  economic  factors.  Many,  he  said, 
see  their  fathers  working  long  hours  in 
the  restaurants  and  decide  they  don’t  want 
to  do  the  same.  “That  restaurant  is 
waiting,”  he  said.  “Why  work  in  the 
restaurant?  Why  work  for  $5  in 
McDonald’s?” 

“This  society  doesn’t  offer  equal  op¬ 
portunities  or  rewards,”  he  said. 

And  while  he  said  offering  youths  more 
recreational  opportunities  in  the 
neighborhood  could  be  one  answer,  it’s 
not  going  to  solve  the  problem  complete¬ 
ly.  “That  might  help  them  go  a  little 
longer  in  making  them  decide  to  not  pur¬ 
sue  illegal  activities,”  he  said.  One  solu¬ 
tion,  he  added,  is  to  “pay  more  attention 
and  understanding  to  those  youths  who 
haven’t  joined  gangs  yet.” 

And  although  Chin  said  there  were 
gangs  in  Chinatown  in  the  1960’s  when 
he  was  growing  up  -  mainly  with 
American-born  joining  together  to  rival 
the  China-or  Hong  Kong-bom  youth 
groups  -  “it  was  kind  of  clean  trouble” 
compared  to  what  gangs  have  developed 
into  in  recent  years,  he  said. 

The  new  gangs  -  with  allegations  of 
drug  activity  surrounding  them  -  are  in  a 
way  a  mirror  of  the  larger  society  where 
drugs,  starting  in  the  1960’s  became 
more  widely  used,  he  said.  “Now  there’s 
money  to  be  made  on  heroin,”  he  added. 
“There  was  always  the  gambling.” 

At  the  same  time,  though,  noted  Chin, 
“Our  Chinatowns  support  certain  types 
of  activities”  and  “except  for  the  killings 
and  the  extortion  they’re  activities 
known”  and  “condoned.”

Council  Approves  Phase  I  of  NEMC  Plan 


The  Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council  approv¬ 
ed  last  month  the  first  phase  of 
the  New  England  Medical 
Center’s  (NEMC)  master  plan 
and  accompanying  benefits 
package. 

But  while  the  Council  did  not 
give  final  approval  to  the  com¬ 
plete  three-phase  master  plan, 
William  Moy,  the  Council’s 
moderator,  suggested  that  a  final 
decision  on  it  could  be  made 
later  this  month. 

Under  Phase  I  of  the  hospital’s 
10-year  plan,  two  new  buildings 
would  be  constructed  along 
Washington  Street,  north  of  Oak 
Street.  The  facility  planned  for 
the  northern  section  of  the  site 
will  house  a  new  emergency 
room  and  additional  beds, 
operating  rooms,  and  some 
research  space. 

The  building  planned  for  the 
southern  section  of  the  site 
would  include  space  for  a  mater¬ 
nity  service,  a  community 
hospital  facility,  and  additional 
beds  and  research  facilities.  The 
site  currently  contains  the  Don 
Bosco  electronics  building  and 
vacant  land. 

The  next  phase  of  develop¬ 
ment  would  include  construction 
of  facilities  on  a  site  bordered  by 
Bennet,  Ash  and  Nassau  streets 
and  Harrison  Avenue.  Those 
facilities  would  replace  existing 
facilities  in  outmoded  buildings.

in  the  coming  weeks,  Chin  -  cur¬ 
rently  in  private  practice  in 
Brockton  -  will  soon  be  sworn  in 
as  the  state’s  first  Asian  judge. 
“I’ve  met  with  some  people  and 
they’ve  indicated  they  would 
support  my  nomination,”  he 
says  of  the  Asian  community’s 
reaction  to  his  nomination. 

“I  think  as  a  lawyer  I’ve 
always  wanted  to  be  a  judge,” 
he  says,  explaining  that  the  most 
important  quality  for  a  judge  is 
“integrity,  honesty,  so  that  peo¬ 
ple  know  when  they  appear 
before  you,  they’re  going  to  be 
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Ting-Fun  Yeh,  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority’s 
(BRA)  Chinatown  planner, 
recently  emphasized  that  the 
complete  NEMC  master  plan 
has  yet  to  be  approved.  A 
number  of  issues  still  need  to  be 
worked  out,  she  said,  including 
the  issue  of  air  rights  over  the 
Wilbur  Theater,  and  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  Herald  Street  garage 
to  include  1,000  parking  spaces. 
The  garage  is  currently  leased 
by  the  Medical  Center. 

The  Neighborhood  Council 
committee  reviewing  the  master 
plan  benefits  package  had  charg¬ 
ed  that  the  Medical  Center  had 
not  informed  them  of  their  plans 
for  the  garage  or  their  plan  to  ex¬ 
pand  at  the  Wilbur  Theater  site 
when  discussion  of  the  benefits 
package  began. 

Yeh  also  pointed  out  that  a 
number  of  other  issues  involved 
in  the  plan,  including  traffic,  ur¬ 
ban  design,  and  additional  park¬ 
ing  spaces  had  yet  to  be  fully 
resolved.  She  pointed  out  that 
the  Herald  Street  garage  is  in  a 
residential  area  and  suggested 
that  expanding  it  would  have  to 
be  further  discussed. 

“At  this  point  we’re  not  say¬ 
ing  yes  or  no,”  said  Yeh  of  the 
expansion  of  hospital  facilities 
over  the  Wilbur  Theater.  She 
said  that  the  BRA  would  be  en¬ 
couraging  institutions  to  expand 
in  the  South  Station  area  instead. 

treated  fairly.” 

“I  think  all  judges  try  to  be 
fair,”  he  adds.  “It’s  not  an  easy 
position.”  As  a  judge,  Chin 
notes,  “I  would  be  concerned 
about  the  increase  in  violence 
against  individuals  in  general.

At  the  same  time,  as  part  of 
the  master  plan,  the  hospital  and 
the  BRA  are  in  the  process  of 
simultaneously  conveying  land 
on  and  near  die  site  of  Phase  I. 
Parcel  C  on  Oak  Street  -  current¬ 
ly  controlled  by  NEMC  -would 
be  transferred  to  the  BRA  for  a 
Chinatown  Community  Center, 
while  parcel  P4-P4a  at  Oak  and 
Washington  streets  -currendy 
owned  by  the  BRA  -would  be 
transferred  to  NEMC  for  Phase  I 
of  its  master  plan. 

Anne  Levine,  NEMC’s  direc¬ 
tor  of  planning,  said  she  believ¬ 
ed  the  Neighborhood  Council 
did  not  approve  the  entire  master 
plan  because  it  needed  more 
time  to  review  it.  She  agreed 
that  the  Herald  Street  parking 
garage  and  air  rights  over  the 
Wilbur  Theater  were  issues  that 
needed  to  be  further  discussed. 

She  noted  that  the  parking 
garage  was  probably  the  “big¬ 
gest  obstacle”  in  the  plan  so  far. 
She  also  said  that  NEMC  needed 
to  complete  a  traffic  study  to 
determine  how  its  master  plan 
would  impact  the  area.  The 
Hospital,  she  said,  would  also 
discuss  with  the  community  the 
possibility  of  developing  a 
shared  parking  garage  under  the 
planned  R3-R3a  housing  project 
at  Oak  and  Washington  Streets. 

In  approving  Phase  I  of  the 
master  plan,  the  Neighborhood 
Council  also  approved  the 

at  a  loss  to  explain  it.  “I  quite 
frankly  don’t  understand  it,”  he 
says.

Chin  suggests  that  a  number 
of  factors  have  steered  Asians 
away  from  the  law  profession 
and  as  a  result  away  from 
judgeships  as  well.

benefits  package  that  accom¬ 
panies  it.  Levine  said  that  part  of 
the  master  plan  benefits  package 
would  go  into  effect  immediate¬ 
ly,  such  as  the  hospital’s  com¬ 
mittment  to  job  training,  the  hir¬ 
ing  of  Asians,  and  the  purchase 
of  goods  and  services  from 
Asian-owned  businesses.  She 
said  that  housing  and  jobs 
linkage  would  be  worked  out  as 
individual  projects  in  the  plan 
were  more  fully  developed. 
Also,  she  added,  “one  or  two 
minor  things”  in  the  benefits 


package  still  “need  to  be  ad¬ 
dressed.” 

Meanwhile,  although  Phase  I 
of  the  master  plan  and  a  partial 
benefits  package  was  approved 
by  the  council  last  month,  Carol 
Lee,  who  chaired  the  Council 
committee  that  worked  out  the 
benefits  package,  said  that  it 
“doesn’t  mean  there  aren’t  any 
issues”  still  to  be  worked  out  as 
the  hospital  develops  individual 
projects  or  that  the  hospital  can 
think  “Whatever  I  do  now  is 
Ok.”

with  if  you  have  very  few  Asian 
lawyers,”  he  says. 

While  the  number  of  Asian 
American  lawyers  is  on  the  rise 
today,  that  wasn’t  the  case  when 
Chin,  a  graduate  of  Boston 
University,  attended  Boston 
College  Law  School  in  the  early 
1970’s.  “There  were  very  few 
law  students  at  BC,”  he  says. 
“When  I  went  [to  BC]  there 
were  three  the  first  year.” 
Asians,  he  adds,  have  stayed  out 
of  the  legal  profession  in  the  past 
in  part  because  of  language.  “I 
think  a  lot  of  it  is  that  law  re¬ 
quires  some  command  of  the 
language,”  he  says.  “I  think 
that’s  always  been  a  barrier.” 

Moreover,  he  explains,  youths 
seeking  careers  are  often  in¬ 
fluenced  by  what  they  see 
around  them.  “It’s  a 
profession,”  he  says,  “and  if 
you  don’t  have  a  role  model,  if 
you  don’t  see  other  Asians  who 
are  lawyers,  it  may  not  be  the 
type  of  field  you’d  want  to  get 
into.  ”  If  there  are  no  Asians  in  a 
profession,  he  adds,  it  might 
send  the  message  to  young  Asian 
Americans  that  it’s  “not  an  area 
open  to  you.” 

Furthermore,  Chin  says, 
Asians  often  felt  “a  reluctance 
to  become  involved  in  the  legal 
system”  because  “it  was 
something  unknown  to  them.” 
The  only  way  to  overcome  that 
obstacle,  he  suggests,  is  for 
Asian  immigrants  to  “have 


Asian  lawyers  they  can  go  to.” 
“The  next  step  is  when  they  are 
in  court.  They  see  Asians  in  the 
court  system.  I  think  the  bottom 
line  is  the  lawyer,”  he  says. 

Asian  Americans  are  only 
now  beginning  to  make  inroads 
in  the  legal  profession  and  can 
be  found  in  big  firms  and  in 
government  agencies,  Chin 
says.  “I  think  it  does  show  an 
assimilation  into  our  society,” 
he  adds. 

And  while  Asian  Americans 
have  only  recently  begun  to 
establish  themselves  in  the  legal 
profession  in  greater  numbers  on 
the  East  Coast,  the  situation  is 
different  on  the  West  Coast. 
“I’ve  met  a  lot  of  Asian  lawyers 
from  the  West  Coast  and  there 
are  a  lot  of  Asian  judges”  and 
politicians,  he  says.  “I  think  it’s 
just  that  they’ve  been  there  much 
longer.” 

Although  Chin  grew  up  in 
Brockton,  he  recalls  as  a  child 
spending  weekends  in 
Chinatown.  “I  still  feel  like  I’m 
art  of  the  Chinese  community 
ere  in  the  Boston  area,”  he 
says.  His  parents,  he  adds,  still 
live  in  Brockton.  “They  still 
operate  their  laundry  in 
Brockton,”  he  says.  “I  think 
they’re  the  only  Chinese  laundry 
left  in  Brockton.” 

And  while  he  says  his  father  is 
proud  of  his  recent  nomination, 
he  adds,  “I  think  he  was  proud 
of  us  (he  and  his  sister)  when  we 
graduated  from  law  school.”

Song  Zhu  Brings  Chinese  Culture  to  Schools 


When  Catherine  Hsu  left 
Taiwan  for  the  United  States  in 
the  late  1960’s,  she  didn’t  think 
too  much  about  the  culture  she 
had  left  behind.  After  all,  she 
says,  she  was  busy  raising  a 
family  and  working  as  an  ac¬ 
countant  and  financial  analyst. 

But  about  five  years  ago, 
while  serving  as  a  volunteer  at 
the  Museum  of  Science’s  China 
Exhibit,  she  experienced  a  new 
appreciation  of  her  own  culture, 
an  “awakening,”  as  she  puts  it. 
Exposing  Americans  to  her  own 
culture  revived  her  own  ap¬ 
preciation  of  China’s  long  -  and 
rich  -  cultural  tradition. 

In  fact,  says  Hsu,  as  the  China 
Exhibit  drew  to  a  close,  she 
began  to  wonder  how  she  could 
replace  her  new-found  interest. 
Her  solution,  she  explains,  was 
to  volunteer  to  read  Chinese 
stories  in  local  schools.  There 
was,  after  all,  “a  life  after”  the 
China  Exhibit,  she  says. 

Not  only  was  there  life,  she 
continues,  there  was  also  a  new 
organization.  In  1985,  she  and 
Nancy  Gee  formed  the 
Evergreen  Women’s  Club  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  Chinese 
women  together  to  share  their 
experiences  and  to  help  and  sup¬ 
port  each  other.  Eventually  the 
group’s  interest  expanded  to 
promote  Chinese  culture  in  local 


schools  through  demonstrations 
of  Chinese  caligraphy,  water- 
colors,  and  music,  among  other 
things. 

“We  all  found  out  we  had  our 
individual  talents,”  Hsu  says, 
explaining  that  the  group  has 
since  given  numerous 
demonstrations  in  a  variety  of 
schools  in  the  Greater  Boston 
area.  At  this  point,  she  says, 
they  try  to  give  one  program  a 
month  in  a  local  school. 

In  1988,  the  group  incor¬ 
porated  as  a  non-profit  organiza¬ 
tion  under  the  name  of  Chinese 
Song-Zhu  Cultural  Association. 
The  goal  of  the  organization,  she 
says,  is  to  preserve  Chinese 
traditions  and  offer  programs  in 
Chinese  culture  to  local  institu¬ 
tions.  The  Association,  its 
members  say,  hopes  to  become  a 
national  organization  dedicated 
to  preserving  Chinese  culture 
and  fostering  intercultural 
understanding. 

“The  school  system  in 
America,”  says  Hsu,  “is  lack¬ 
ing  in  knowledge  of  Eastern 
cultures.”  When  Americans 
learn  world  history,  they  learn 
very  little  about  the  civilizations 
of  India  and  China.  When 
American  children  are  exposed 
to  Chinese  culture,  she  says, 
they  begin  to  see  distant  coun¬ 
tries  like  China  as  an  integral

part  of  the  world.  “They  have 
seen  that  the  world  is  not  that 
big,”  Hsu  says.  “We’re  getting 
closer  and  closer.  Still,”  she 


adds,  “they  don’t  understand 
unless  they  have  a  person  show¬ 
ing  them.” 

While  the  Association  also  has 


presented  programs  to  older 
students,  members  suggest  that 
it  is  especially  effective  with 
younger  children.  Cindy  Young, 
another  Association  member,  at¬ 
tributes  it  to  young  children’s 
tendency  to  be  open  to  new  ex¬ 
periences.  They  ask 
questions,”  she  says.  “They 
don’t  have  prejudices.  You  can 
mold  them  in  any  way.” 

Young  says  the  Association 
also  has  plans  to  present  pro¬ 
grams  in  Quincy,  where 
numerous  incidents  of  racial 
harassment  of  Asians  were 
reported  last  year.  “We  talked 
to  the  school  committee 
people,”  says  Young,  who  ex¬ 
plains  that  the  Association  wants 
to  promote  better  understan¬ 
ding  between  the  city’s  Asian 
and  non- Asian  populations. 
While  she  says  that  the  dif¬ 
ferences  between  the  two  groups 
have  the  potential  to  create  pro¬ 
blems,  she  believes  that  they  can 
be  overcome  through  greater 
understanding  and  an  apprecia¬ 
tion  -  rather  than  intolerance  -  of 
cultural  differences. 

So  far,  say  Hsu  and  Young, 
feedback  on  the  program  from 
both  school  administrators  and 
students  has  been  overwhelm¬ 
ingly  positive.

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the  criticism  of  Taiwan.  “Compared  to 
those  Western  powers,”  he  said, 
“Taiwan  is  so  small,  so  tiny.” 

At  the  same  time,  said  Koh,  the  sudden 
turn  of  events  took  many  people  by  sur¬ 
prise.  “To  the  people  on  Taiwan  it’s  very 
disappointing  to  see  such  a  bloody  repres¬ 
sion,”  he  said,  “especially  when  the 
relations  between  both  sides  had  been  im¬ 
proving  so  much  in  the  last  few  months.” 

Nevertheless,  said  Koh,  Taiwan  will 
continue  to  urge  residents  to  visit 
relatives  on  the  mainland,  in  part  as  a  way 
to  let  mainland  people  know  what  really 
happened  in  Beijing  on  the  night  of  June 
3-4.  “That’s  another  factor  to  explain  the 
cautious  reaction  of  the  Nationalist 
government,”  he  said.  “To  keep  the 
door  open... They ’ll  shut  the  door  and  the 
result  could  even  be  worse.” 

By  continuing  to  have  a  “cultural  ex¬ 
change,”  said  Koh,  “we  can  keep  an  in¬ 
fluence  there.”  And  while  he  added  that 
some  Taiwan  businessmen  did  have  in¬ 
terests  on  the  mainland,  he  said  they  were 
“not  that  significant.’’  “Those 
businessmen  were  shocked,”  he  said, 
“so  they  became  extremely  cautious  to 
make  any  new  move.” 

Koh  said  that  for  the  “past  40  years 
we’ve  always  criticized”  the  mainland 
but  added  that  'his  time  it  would  have 
been  counterprc  luctive. 


Another  factor  that  the  Taiwan  govern¬ 
ment  had  to  consider  was  the  feelings  of 
the  overseas  Chinese  students  who  sought 
its  help  but  “didn’t  want  to  have  any  con¬ 
nection  to  the  Kuomintang.”  “That  put 
the  Taiwan  government  in  a  very 
awkward  situation,”  he  said. 

“They  came  to  us  asking  for 
assistance,”  said  Koh,  explaining  that  the 
Taiwan  Government  did  contribute  to  a 
number  of  student  foundations  set  up  to 
support  the  democracy  movement.  “I 
think  even  now  they’re  still  very  reluctant 
to  receive  any  money  from  us.” 

In  recent  weeks,  Koh  said  many 
students  have  decided  to  take  advantage 
of  a  program  the  Taiwan  government  has 
that  allows  Chinese  students  to  visit 
Taiwan  .  The  program,  said  Koh,  is 
meant  to  “let  them  have  a  really  clear 
picture  of  what  Taiwan  really  is.” 
Because  the  number  of  students  re¬ 
questing  to  visit  Taiwan  was  so  large,  the 
government  had  to  divide  the  students  in¬ 
to  groups  to  tour  the  island.  Koh  said  that 
his  government  could  not  offer  mainland 
students  residency  on  Taiwan  because  it 
is  already  too  crowded.  “We  really  have 
a  population  problem,”  he  said.  “It’s 
very  difficult.” 

While  the  mainland  government  is  now 
being  shunned  by  much  of  the  world,  the 
Taiwan  government,  said  Koh,  must 
“continue  to  be  prosperous,  democratic” 
as  a  way  to  highlight  the  differences  bet¬ 
ween  the  two  systems.  “Why  can  the 
Taiwan  people  do  this  and  the  people  on 
the  mainland  cannot?”  is  one  question 
people  would  ask  as  Taiwan  became  a 
freer,  more  prosperous  country,  while 


China  slipped  deeper  into  repression, 
Koh  suggested. 

While  there  are  now  people  proposing 
that  Taiwan  become  a  separate  country 
and  give  up  the  idea  of  ever  reuniting 
with  the  mainland,  Koh  suggested  that 
“if  one  day”  it  becomes  obvious  that 
‘  ‘the  differences  between  the  two  sides  is 
getting  smaller  and  smaller,  then  that’s 
the  time  China  can  be  re-unified.” 

On  Taiwan,  however,  it  is  currently  il¬ 
legal  to  publicly  propose  that  Taiwan 
become  a  separate  state.  Two  Taiwan- 
born  Americans  were  expelled  from  the 
country  last  week  for  making  such  a  pro¬ 
posal. 

Koh  suggested  that  a  crucial  turning 
point  for  China  will  occur  when  its  cur¬ 
rent  elderly  leaders  die.  “No  one  knows 
what  will  happen  when  Deng  Xiaoping 
dies,”  he  said.  “It’s  likely  there’ll  be  a 
power  struggle.  There’s  no  other  person 
like  him.” 

In  a  related  matter,  the  Taiwan  Govern¬ 
ment’s  opinion  was  sought  on  a  proposal 
to  name  the  Chinatown  Gateway  park 
Tiananmen  Square  Park  in  honor  of  the 
slain  students.  Some  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  members  opposed  it  on  the  grounds 
that  it  would  insult  the  Taiwan  govern¬ 
ment,  which  contributed  the  nearby 
Gateway.  The  Council  voted  to  place  a 
plaque  at  the  site  and  will  further  discuss 
the  matter  with  Taiwan  officials.

pening  over  night.”  Leung,  who  praised 
Kerry  for  taking  the  initiative  to  come  to 
Chinatown  to  discuss  the  problem,  said  it 
is  an  ongoing  problem  in  the  community 
that  is  only  now  receiving  more  attention. 

Leung  suggested  that  the  problem  of 
drug  abuse  in  the  Asian  community  has 
been  overlooked  because  Asians  are  often 
wrongly  viewed  as  not  having  serious 
problems.  “They  constantly  talk  about  us 
as  the  model  minority,”  she  said. 

And  while  the  Asian  community  itself 
seems  often  reluctant  to  discuss  the  drug 
problem  or  the  issue  of  youth  gangs, 
Leung  suggested  that,  “It’s  not  that  they 
don’t  want  to  recognize  it.” 

“It’s  something  that  they’re  not  very 
aware  of,”  she  said,  explaining  that 
because  so  much  of  the  information  about 
drug  abuse  is  in  English,  many  immigrant 
parents  may  not  fully  understand  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  the  problem.  “It’s  almost  as  if 
they’re  living  in  isolation,”  she  said. 

She  added,  however,  that  “drugs  are 
coming  down  from  the  top.  It’s  not  just 
the  kids.”

Although  many  of  them  serv¬ 
ed  as  soldiers  in  the  Vietnam 
War  for  as  long  as  10  years,  they 
are  seldom  considered  when 
Americans  use  the  term  “Viet¬ 
nam  vets.” 

They  are  the  war’s  other 
veterans,  the  ones  who  served  in 
the  Army  of  the  Republic  of 
South  Vietnam  and  fled  to  the 
US  in  1975  after  the  fall  of 
Saigon  or  after  their  release 
from  Vietnamese  “concentra¬ 
tion  camps,”  as  their  former  in¬ 
mates  call  them. 

Unlike  their  American 
counterparts,  the  Vietnamese 
veterans  living  in  this  country 
now  are  not  eligible  to  receive 
veterans  benefits  and  other  sup¬ 
port  services  and  they  remain  for 
the  most  part  invisible  to  the 
larger  American  community. 

In  an  effort  to  lend  each  other 
the  kind  of  support  available  to 
American  veterans  through 
American  Legion  posts  and 
other  organizations  and  pro¬ 
grams,  Vietnamese  veterans  in 
the  Boston  area  founded  the 
Vietnamese  Veterans  Associa¬ 
tion  in  1986. 

“The  first  meeting,  we  had 
about  16  people,”  says  Hai 
Thanh  Nguyen,  who  served  in 
the  Army  of  the  Republic  of 
South  Vietnam  from  1966  to 
1974  and  as  a  provincial 
representative  from  1974  to 
1975.  “We  asked  what  we 
should  do  for  ourselves  and  for 
our  Vietnamese  people.” 

Meeting  monthly  at  the  Viet¬ 
namese  American  Civic 
Association  on  Dorchester 
Avenue  in  Dorchester,  Nguyen- 
says  the  organization  now  has 
about  70  members.  He  estimates 
there  are  about  1,000  Viet¬ 
namese  Vietnam  veterans  cur¬ 
rently  living  in  Massachusetts. 

As  a  social  service  counselor 


the  war.  He  says  that  many 
veterans  had  been  separated 
from  their  families  for  years  and 
that  many  had  wives  who  remar¬ 
ried  while  they  were  imprison¬ 
ed.  “They  couldn’t  do  anything 
in  this  country  without  the 
hopelessness,  without  the 
sadness,”  he  says  to  describe  the 
condition  of  many  veterans 
when  they  arrived  in  the  US  and 
one  that  the  Veterans  Associa¬ 
tion  has  tried  to  address.  “We 
also  help  them  keep  up  with  our 
[country’s]  traditions.”  Le  adds 
that  “in  our  country  the  children 
always  believe  the  parents,  but 
in  this  country  it’s  different.” 

“Sometimes  we  set  up  the 
meeting  to  explain  to  our 
members  the  traditions  in  this 
country,”  Le  says.  “We  try  to 
give  them  some  direction  on 


how  to  send  their  children  in  the 
right  way,  the  right  schools,  the 
right  direction.” 

The  Veterans  Association  also 
organizes  events  on  holidays  to 
“remember  our  friends  who 
died,”  says  Nguyen. 

Also,  he  adds,  “If  we  hear  some 
Vietnam  vet  comes  from  the 
refugee  camp,  we  go  to  the  air¬ 
port  to  welcome  him.”  He  says 
they  also  help  members  find 
jobs,  visit  them  when  they’re 
hospitalized,  and  arrange  for 
their  funerals  if  they  haven’t 
families  to  provide  for  them 
when  they  die.  The  Association 
also  publishes  the  magazine, 
Chien  Huu. 

“Almost  all  of  us  were 
prisoners  of  the  Communist 
regime,”  says  Nguyen.  “A  lot 
of  the  Vietnam  vets  are  still  in

working  with  refugees  when  he 
arrived  here  in  1985,  An  Le, 
president  of  the  Vietnamese 
American  Civic  Association, 
soon  realized  that  many  Viet¬ 
namese  veterans  had  problems 
that  were  not  being  addressed  by 
current  refugee  programs. 
“After  two  years  working  with 
the  refugee  program,  I  learned 
about  some  of  the  problems  of 
the  people,”  says  Le,  who  is  one 
of  the  original  16  members 
of  the  Veterans  Association. 
Many  had  little  education, 
limited  skills,  and  some  con¬ 
tinued  to  have  nightmares  about 
the  war  years,  he  says.  The  war, 
adds  Le  -  “that  is  a  nightmare 
for  me.  Sometimes  I  don’t  want 
to  remember  but  I  cannot 
forget.” 

After  serving  in  the  South 
Vietnamese  Army  from  1965  to 
1975,  Le  -  a  captain  by  the  end 
of  the  war  -  was  imprisoned  in  a 
re-education  camp  for  eight 
years  after  the  fall  of  Saigon  in 
1975.  “They  told  us  10  days,”

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says  Le,  referring  to  the  length 
of  time  that  Communist  officials 
said  he  would  have  to  remain  in 
the  camp.  When  Le  was  finally 
released  from  the  camps  in 
1985,  he  escaped  by  boat  from 
Vietnam  and  eventually  joined 
his  wife  and  children  in  the  US. 
After  being  separated  from  his 
family  for  nine  years,  rejoining 
his  family  offered  a  new  set  of 
difficulties.  “My  children 
couldn’t  recognize  me,”  he 
says.  “They  didn’t  know  who  I 
was.” 

Le  says  that  as  many  as  70 
percent  of  the  Vietnamese 
veterans  in  the  Association  spent 
time  in  re-education  camps  after

the  concentration  camps.” 

“When  the  communists  ar¬ 
rested  us  and  put  us  in  jail,  they 
collected  the  Vietnam  vets  pro¬ 
perty,”  adds  Nguyen,  who  ex¬ 
plains  that  prisoners  in  the 
camps  were  required  to  work  at 
a  variety  of  jobs,  including  col¬ 
lecting  undetonated  mines,  logg¬ 
ing  or  planting  rice.  “When  we 
work  the  Communist  police  are 
beside  us  with  the  rifle,”  he 
says,  adding  that  prisoners  were 
never  adequately  fed.  After  his 
release  from  the  camp,  Nguyen, 
who  came  from  Long  Khanh 
Province,  escaped  by  boat  to 
Malaysia. 

For  many  Vietnamese 
veterans,  anger  toward  the  Com¬ 
munist  government  in  Hanoi 
continues  unabated.  They 
condemn  efforts  by  the  US 
Government  or  fellow- 
Vietnamese  to  deal  with  the 
Hanoi  Government  in  any  way, 
including  traveling  to  Vietnam 
for  visits.  When  a  group  of  Viet¬ 
namese  writers  visited  Boston 
recently  to  participate  in  a  con¬ 
ference  with  American  jour¬ 
nalists  and  writers,  the  Viet¬ 
namese  veterans  were  on  hand  to 
protest.  Nguyen  suggests  that 
the  veterans  would  support  any 
effort  inside  Vietnam  today  to 
overthrow  the  current  regime. 

“I  like  my  country,”  says 
Nguyen.  I  still  love  my  native 
country.  I  want  to  go  back  when 
we  have  freedom  in  my 
country.”

Asians  Urged  to  Be  Counted  in  1990  Census 


For  months  now,  Elizabeth 
Wing,  a  census  awareness 
specialist  at  the  US  Census 
Bureau,  has  been  making  the 
rounds  in  the  Asian  community, 
stressing  the  importance  of  be¬ 
ing  counted  in  the  upcoming 
1990  US  Census. 

Because  the  new  census  figure 
could  be  used  in  the  next  decade 
to  determine  the  level  of  funding 
for  social  service  programs  for 
the  various  Asian  ethnic  groups, 
it  is  important  that  Asians  be  ac¬ 
curately  counted,  says  Wing. 

In  March  1990,  US 
households  will  receive  either  a 
long  or  a  short  census  form, 
which  must  be  filled  out  and 
returned  to  the  US  Census 
Bureau  by  April  1,  1990.  Per¬ 
sons  who  fail  to  fill  out  and 
return  their  forms  will  receive  a 
phone  call  or  a  visit  from  a  cen¬ 
sus  worker,  according  to  Wing. 

One  out  of  six  households,  she 
says,  will  receive  a  long  form, 
which  contains  59  questions 
covering  a  broad  range  of 
topics,  including  income  level, 
the  type  of  fuel  used  by  the 
household,  and  whether 
residents  rent  or  own  their 
homes.  In  contrast,  says  Wing, 
the  short  form  is  much  simpler 


and  would  include  questions  on 
age,  the  size  of  the  household, 
and  the  ethnicity  of  its  residents. 
The  long  form  is  meant  to  give  a 
“snapshot  of  April  1,  1990,”  a 
“cross  section  of  what  the 
United  States  is  at  that  particular 
time,”  Wing  explains. 

Peter  Chan,  a  member  of  the 
Boston  Steering  Committee  for 
the  1990  Census,  says  the 
Chinese  community  has  tradi¬ 
tionally  been  undercounted. 
“Some  of  the  reasons  are  ap¬ 
parent,”  he  says,  explaining  that 
the  main  one  is  language. 
“When  they  receive  the  form, 
the  form  is  in  English,”  he  says. 
“There’s  a  dis-incentive  for 
them  to  respond.”  Also,  he 
adds,  Asians  are  sometimes 
suspicious  of  government  re¬ 
quests  in  general  and  reluctant  to 
reveal  confidential  information 
because  of  unpleasant  ex¬ 
periences  in  their  homelands. 

Moreover,  he  adds,  a  certain 
number  of  Asian  immigrants  are 
illegal  aliens  and  fear  that  infor¬ 
mation  offered  to  the  govern¬ 
ment  could  pose  problems  for 
them  in  the  ftiture. 

To  overcome  Asians’  initial 
reluctance  to  reveal  personal  in¬ 
formation,  Wing  says  the  census 


bureau  is  trying  to  let  them  know 
that  census  information  is  con¬ 
fidential.  As  a  former  census 
worker  in  Chinatown,  Wing 
says  she  has  experienced  first 
hand  residents’  reluctance  to 
open  their  doors  to  be  counted. 

In  recent  months,  Wing  has 
been  visiting  many  of  the  area’s 
Asian  communities,  including 
Chinatown,  Quincy  and  Lowell. 
She  is  especially  concerned  that 
the  Cambodian  community  - 
much  of  which  is  concentrated  in 
Lowell  -  will  not  be  accurately 
counted.  As  one  of  the  nation’s 


newest  immigrant  groups,  Cam¬ 
bodians  may  at  first  be  confused 
by  the  process,  says  Wing.  “I 
think  they’re  going  to  have  a  real 
hard  time,”  she  says.  “I  reach 
out  to  them.  I  try  to  get  the 
younger  people,  the  college 
educated.” 

Wing,  who  will  hold  a  census 
awareness  workshop  in 
Chinatown  in  the  future,  says 
she  hopes  to  have  Chinese 
translations  of  the  census  forms 
for  people  who  have  difficulty 
with  the  English  forms.  She 
adds,  however,  that  the  actual 


forms  to  be  filled  out  will  be 
available  only  in  English,  and  by 
request  in  Spanish. 

Another  possible  way  to 
publicize  the  census  in  the  Asian 
community  would  be  through  a 
videotape  -  either  in  Chinese  or 
with  Chinese  subtitles  -  to  be 
shown  on  local  cable  television, 
according  to  Chan. 

Although  Chan  believes  it’s 
important  for  Asians  to  be  ac¬ 
curately  counted  to  assure  ade¬ 
quate  funding  for  social  service 
programs,  he  says  there  is  also  a 
second  reason:  By  taking  part  in 
the  census,  he  explains,  a  person 
“consciously  considers  himself 
or  herself  part  of  American 
society”  and  “part  of  the  com¬ 
munity.”  “And  I  think  that  is 
the  thing  that  most  of  the  com¬ 
munity  leadership  does  not  talk 
about,”  he  says. 

By  making  an  effort  to  be 
counted,  he  says,  the  Asian 
community  would  be  showing 
that  “we  now  have  a  sizable 
number  of  people  living  in 
America  who  are  at  last  comfor¬ 
table  being  American,  not  just 
Chinese.”

Amnesty  Applicants  Reminded  of  Phase  II 


In  an  effort  to  assure  that  peo¬ 
ple  who  applied  to  the  govern¬ 
ment’s  Amnesty  program  are 
aware  of  its  second  phase,  state 
officials  and  immigrant  rights 
groups  have  been  reminding  the 
state’s  immigrant  communities 
that  a  second  amnesty  applica¬ 
tion  must  be  filled  out  within  a 
specified  time  period. 

While  the  deadline  to  apply  to 
phase  one  of  the  Amnesty  pro¬ 
gram  was  May  1988,  the 
deadline  for  the  second  phase 
depends  on  the  date  of  a  person’s 
phase  one  application.  The  first 
phase  involved  filling  out  an  ap- 
plication  and  supplying 
documents  to  prove  that  the  ap¬ 
plicant  had  resided  in  the  US 
prior  to  1982.  The  second  phase 
requires  the  completion  of  a  se¬ 
cond  application  as  well  the 
fulfillment  of  minimal  language 
and  civics  requirements  either 
by  taking  a  test  or  completing  a 
40-hour  course.  In  Boston,  for 
example,  courses  are  currently 
being  offered  by  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Association. 

Daniel  Lam,  director  of  the 
Massachusetts  Office  for 
Refugees  and  Immigrants,  said 
his  office  has  developed  hot  line 
numbers  in  a  variety  of 
languages  for  people  with  ques¬ 
tions  about  phase  two  of  the 
Amnesty  program.  He  noted  that 


many  of  the  people  who  applied 
for  the  Amnesty  program  -  a 
component  of  the  Immigration 
Reform  and  Control  Act  of  1986 
-  applied  close  to  the  May  1988 
deadline  and  “didn’t  really 
understand  the  requirements  of 
the  second  stage.”  He  said  that 
the  Immigration  and  Naturaliza¬ 
tion  Service  (INS)  could  have 
done  better  in  explaining  to  ap¬ 
plicants  the  program’s  re¬ 
quirements. 

“There’s  a  lot  of  confusion 
about  the  second  phase,”  said 
Herbert  Prichard,  assistant 
director  for  external  affairs  at 
the  office  for  Refugees  and  Im¬ 
migrants.  He  said  many  ap¬ 
plicants  were  unsure  of  the 
deadline  and  how  to  fulfill  it. 

Under  the  current  guidelines, 
amnesty  applicants  have  a 
limited  amount  of  time  starting  a 
year  from  the  date  of  their  phase 
one  application  to  apply  for 
phase  two. 

“My  observation  is  that  the 
outreach  effort  should  be  geared 
up  more,”  said  Lam.  According 
to  state  officials,  15,000  illegal 
aliens  -  6,000  of  whom  were 
seasonal  agricultural  workers 
-applied  for  the  Amnesty  pro¬ 
gram  in  Massachusetts.  They 
say  that  Asians  do  not  make  up  a 
very  large  percentage  of  the 
state’s  amnesty  applicants  and
